MIAMI, Fla... Wednesday, Oct. 18—(UP)—The worst hurricane in 24 vears hit the 


Miami Winter playground early Wednesday with winds up to 116 miles an hour and the 
storm’s center moved inland over the metropolis shortly after midnight. 
Not since the famed 1926 hurricane which killed more than 100 persons had Miami 


taken such a pounding. 

At midnight, the wind screamed 
through the palm-lined streets at 
a sustained 106 miles an hour, the 
LU. S. Weather Bureau said. Gusts 
hit 116 MPH. The barometer was 
at 28.29 inches. 

The dead calm “eve” of the 
was first detected at 3lst 
Ave. and Flagler St., Miami's main 
east-west thoroughfare, at 12:01 
a. m. It moved into suburban 
Coral Gables on the western edge 
of Miami. 


The howling winds driving a 


wall of rain against the normally 


glittering city spread destruction 
everywhere. Before electric pow- 
er was shut off, huge main line 
transformers were blowing up in 
eerie blue-white flashes. 

Trees snapped like straws before 
the wind and plate glass windows 
buckled despite boarding up to 
protect them. 

Early reports said two persons 
were injured. 

But the extent of the 
damage would not be known until 
the hurricane subsided. The streets

were deserted of even police and 
fire patrols which had been or- 
dered to seek safety. 

The hurricane, expected earlier 
to brush by Miami Beach just off- 
shore, apparently had taken a 
turnabout to head inland. 

Evervone of the nearly 500,000 
residents of the area had received 
ample warning and most were 
holed up in solid modern build- 
ings.

ties which attended the 1926 storm 
when the population was caught 
almost unawares. 

The blow came in off the At- 
lantic early on the morning of 
Sept. 18, 1926, with winds of bet- 
ter than 130 miles an hour and an 
ll-foot tidal wave. It caused 
$76,000,000 damage to the young 
boomtime city and killed more 
than 100 persons.

President Says We'll Fight; 


Invites Asia To Seek Peace 


By ERNEST B. VACCARO 


SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 17—(AP)—President Truman invited all Asia Tuesday night 
to join the United States in a “partnership of peace” in a speech bluntly warning Soviet 
Russia this country will tolerate no further aggression. 


Speaking before a 
‘crown in the War Memorial Audi- 
torium where the United Nations 
‘charter was horn. the President 
declared that the free nations of 
the world “must oppose 
with strength” at a time when vast 
Communist armies in Europe and 
Asia pose a constant threat to 
world peace.” 

Every effort was made bv Mr. 
'Truman’s staff to preserve a “non- 
| political” atmosphere for the occa- 
i Sion 
| The crowd that overflowed the 
|3,200-seat opera house included 
|Republican Gov. Earl Warren and 
this family, and Republican 
| William F. Knowland, as well as 
itJames Roosevelt and Mrs. 
| Gahagan Douglas, Democratic can- 
didates for governor and senator, 
respectively. 
| These two candidates sat in seats 
‘on the floor of the auditorium, 
‘and not on the stage from which 
| the President spoke. 
| It was one of President Tru- 
man’s most blunt speeches. He said 
the American people “hate war,” 
but “love our liberties,” and “will 
not see them destroved.”’ 


The President digressed from 
his text once, as he said, “to give 
emphasis and to make perfectly 
clear that there is a unanimity In 
our foreign policy.” 

And again, when he declared: 

“IT want to see world peace from 
Wake Island west and all the way 
back again. I want to see world 
peace from Wake Island east, and 
all the wavy back again. And we 
are going to get it.” 

Mr. Truman was _ interrupted 
frequently by applause, particu- 
larly when he praised Gen. Doug- 
las MacArthur. He flew 7,200 
miles to Wake Island to meet with 
the general. 

In one of his departures from 
text, the President said he wanted 
to make it “perfectly clear to the 
whole world,” that the United 


States has no aggressive designs 
in 


“in Korea or anywhere else” 
the world. 

He pledged this country’s grow- 
ing military might to support the 
peoples of all Asia to help “attain 

‘and defend their independence.” 


Truman said: 


“We want peace. But it must be 


'a peace founded on justice.” 


He made it clear, however, that 
the United States will not hesi- 
tate to go to war at any point in 
the Far East or elsewhere over 
the globe if this step is necessary 
to preserve the independence of 
free nations. 

The president said the United 
States and other free nations must 
“oppose strength with strength” at 
a time when “in both Europe and 
Asia,” vast armies of Soviet Rus- 
sia and its satellites “post a con- 
stant threat to peace.” 

Asserting the “evil spirit of ag- 
gression is still abroad in the 
world,” he added “we are all faced 
with a clear and present danger.” 

He said the United States is pre- 
pared to meet “the dangers” and 
warned: 

“Let no aggressor make any Mis- 
take about that.” 

He pointed out that the United 
States has been giving military aid 
to “countries threatened by ag-

NEW YORK, Oct. 17—(AP)—Lt. Gov. Joe R. Hanley 
Tuesday night labeled as “a new low in political smears” a 
charge that he was paid off to drop out of the Republican 


race for governor. 


He added his denial to one by GOP Gov. Thomas E. 
Dewey amid demands for a grand jury probe of the matter. 


In a radio address, Hanley 


seemed surprised that opponents 
put a “pay-off” interpretation on 
a letter in which he wrote: 

“If I will consent to take the 
nomination to the United States 
Senate, I am definitely assured of 
being able to clean up mv financial 
Obligations within 90 days...” 

The letter was written to a 
GOP supporter after a conference 
with Dewey last September. 

Hanley said there was “no com- 
mitment of any kind” and financial! 
matters were not discussed “even 
remotely” when he decided to run 
for the Senate—-leaving the guber- 
natorial field to Dewey. 


“If there was anything crooked 
about it, I wouldn't have written 
the letter.” he said, a trace of 
emotion in his voice. “I have more 
sense than that.”

Hanley, in his 15-minute radio

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Mr. Truman’s Warning to Russia 


President Truman last night laid-down 
the challenge to Soviet Russia. : 

If Russia wants war, he said in effect, 
this country is preparing to meet the 
threat. 

If, on the other hand, Russia genuinely 
wants peace, there are four broad steps 
Russia can take to assure it. These are 
the President’s words: 


“1. If the Soviet Union really wants 
peace, it must provide it—not by ter- 
ing promises and false propaganda, but by 
living up to the principles of the United 
Nations Charter. 

“2. If the Soviet Union really wants 
peace, it can prove it—and could have 
prow it on any day since last June 25— 

y joining the rest of the United Nations 
in calling upon the North Koreans to lay 
down their arms at once. 

“3. If the Soviet Union really wants 
peace it can prove it by lifting the Iron 
Curtain and permitting the free exchange 
of information and ideas. 


“4. If the Soviet Union really wants 


peace it can prove it by joining in the ef- _ 


forts of the United Nations to establish a 
workable system of collective security—a 
system which will permit the elimination 
of the atomic bomb and the drastic reduc- 
tion and regulation of all other arms and 
armed forces.” 

Mr. Truman indicted Russia and its 
satellites for imposing “an increasingly 
greater strain on the fabric of world peace.”

Better Schools 
In Fulton and DeKalb 


Parents of Fulton and DeKalb Counties 
have complained their children do not have 
as good schools as do the children of At- 


lanta and Decatur. They have cried that , 


their children are packed into overcrowd- 
ed, under-staffed schools. Living in a met- 
ropolitan area, despite the fact that the 
city limit lines do not include them, they 
believe their schools should be as good 
as those in the cities. 

Why aren't they? 

The major reason is this: When the city 
people return their property for school 
taxation, they do not claim the $2,000 ex- 
emption on their homesteads. Those per- 
sons residing outside the city limits dg take 
this exemption on their school taxation as 
well as on other taxes. 

This one move costs each child outside 
the city limits of Atlanta and Decatur $23 
a year. If his parents paid the school tax, 
which would amount to a maximum of a 
half-pack of cigarettes a day, this child 
could get $23 a year worth of additional 
education. This is almost one-fifth of 
present total annual expenditures per pupil 
in Fulton County. : 


Many parents, seeing their children at- 
tending afternoon sessions of overcrowded 
classes, are begging for the opportunity of 
paying more taxes in order to provide 
better schools. 

They will be given this opportunity on 
Nov. 7. Constitutional amendments af- 
fecting only Fulton and DeKalb Counties 
propose elimination of the homestead ex- 
emption for school purposes. Vote “Yes” 
for your ehild’s sake. After all, the four 
school systems in Greater Atlanta should 
be on the same local tax basis. And one 
should afford as good schooling as another.

It is not likely So- 
viet propaganda can pervert Mr. Truman's 
words into “imperialistic aims.” 

More than anything else, President Tru- 
man has warned Russia that United States 
determination to deal with aggression has 
crystallized. There will be no more letup 
in defense preparations until and unless 
Russia gives concrete evidence of peaceful 
intentions. And the President has spelled 
out carefully what will constitute peaceful 
intentions. , 

The next move is the Kremlin’s.

The old lady was talking when we took our seat behind her on the mountain 
excursion bus. “Jessie's a fool,” she observed acidly to the red-haired young 
woman beside her. “She'll sit there in that hotel and rock herself to the grave. 
Me, I'm going to get out and go as long as I've got the strength and the where- 
withal. Everybody ought to see the mountains in October, I say... .” Her voice 
droned on and the people around her relaxed and turned their eyes skyward. The 

novel curved glass roof brought the cloudless Sunday morning sky and the sun surprisingly near. 
A retired Army officer tilted his hat over his face and prepared to resume the sleep he had inter- 
rupted in order to get downtown to the Flatiron building to catch the bus at 8 a. m. A little boy with 
a notebook in his hand excitedly called out the names of trees and wrote in a jiggly hand. 


“Look, Mama,” yelled a little girl, “even the 
leaves on the grass are changing color!” 

Twenty-seven passengers peered out the win- 
dow and were reassured to note that the sun- 
light and the dew merely gave the silky plumes 
of some of the grasses a purplish cast. The 28th 
adult without turning her head talked on: “. . . 
and where she gets those tacky old clothes she 
wears is beyond me... .” 


Ceornfields were ali the harvest pictures 
of storybooks, caught in the zig-zagged silver 
frames of weathered rail fences. A quiet, 
Sunday morning peace lay on the land. In 
the back of the bus a little girl licked a 
finger, dabbed the palm of her other hand 
and accurately “stamped” a white mule in 
the ancient ritual of childhood. 


“Look, honey, the first mountain'” a young 
wife cried to her husband. 

Everybody in the bus sat up straighter and 
looked at the misty hulk against the western 
sky. There were other mountains, nestled in the 
shadows of the big one. 

“... and the cheap presents she digs up to 
pass around at Christmas time...” went on 
The Voice. 

The bus made a coffee stop at Gainesville— 
long enough so the late-sleepers could have ham 
and grits and scrambled eggs. (‘Silliest thing 
I ever heard of!” “If they don’t get up in time 
to have breakfast at home, let ‘em miss it.) 

The hills became steeper north of Gainesville. 
the woods slashed with vermilion and gold. 
Sighs swept over the bus. (“. .. if she ever 
invites you for dessert bridge you can expect 
that sticky sweet butterscotch pudding that comes 
in packages."’)

Twenty- 
seven passengers alighted and read the account 
of the Cherokee-Creek battles and roamed up the 
slope to the look-out to take pictures and gaze 
across the wild and lonely valley. (She glanced 
perfunctorily about her. “Hmn, pretty, but like 
Il was telling you she has no sense about in- 
vestments... .”) 


Forty-five minutes at Vogel Park. Horses to 
ride, boats for rent, playgrounds and chairs in 
which to sit and look across the little lake at 
the mountains. (“I think I'll stay in the bus. 
The sun's so everlasting hot!”) 


The road through Woody's Gap was shady 
and little waterfalls made music down the 
mountainside. (“Hope we get back before 
night. I have to pay extra for dinner,” she 
fretted.) 


Dusk had fallen and lights were on when the 
bus passed through Dahlonega and Dawsonville. 
The driver made a little song of the names of 
towns along the way—Cumming, Alpharetta, Ros- 
well, Sandy Springs. 


Atlanta seemed brighter and busier than ever, 
but she held the bus up getting off at her corner. 


“Thank you so much for the lovely trip,” she 
said.

Kudzu Means 


Sure-F ire Grazing 


_ NEW YORK CITY—Word arrives via Madame 
” j Secretary that we have had no rain at Yellow 
F =e" River for the past four weeks, that the pumping 
of water for the house has been limited to twice a day, that the 
drainage ditch back of the house is no longer useful for watering 
livestock, but that the cattle in the kudzu are [it, fat, and fine. 
This is about as usual except that we usually have plenty of 
water for the house. This year the rains fell, but they fell in spurts 
and without much volume and the wells in the neighborhood went 
dry. Ours didn’t go dry, but we had to add three feet to the pipe 
which goes down into the water. And now we must cut down 
on the amount of water we use. 


Bright Spot The one bright spot in the report is the be- 

havior of the kudzu and the cattle feeding upon 
it. It is green and palatable and nutritious and the cattle are doing 
well on it. 

Coincidental with the fact that the cattle are doing well on 
kudzu is the fact that ordinary pasture cattle are selling about 
three cents less per pound than they were about four weeks ago. 
This is due to the fact that farmers do not have drought-resistant 
feeds like kudzu, the ordinary Summer grasses have ceased to put 
weight and quality on the animals, the farmers must send them 
to market, not many farmers have Winter feed for them ... so th 
price is down. This situation is fairly normal for this time of year. 
Only occasionally does the weatherman protect the farmer through 
the month of October. 


And yet, there are more critics of kudzu than advocates of it. 


There are more people asking how to get rid of it than how to 
plant it. The same farmer who is now hurrying his range cattle 
to market because his bermuda pastures won't provide the protein, 
vitamins A and C they need for growth continues to cast a cold 
eye on the plant that has the ability to lengthen the grazing season 
on into Winter and to help him bridge the vital gap between 
Summer and Winter. 


Madame Secretary reports also that the 
volunteer rye grass is springing up in the 
fields where the kudzu has already been consumed by the live- 
stock. This .neans we will have additional grazing from the volun- 
teer rye grass on the kudzu fields along about February 15th. This 
will aid the Ky. 31 fescue grass in bringing the cattle through the 
Winter in good condition. 

Of course, it is possible to provide vear-round grazing without 
the use of kudzu. If you have bottom land grasses and clover 
growing in spots where moisture can be had, or if they can be 
irrigated, the kudzu can be eliminated. Or, if one does not believe 
in resting the sericea from middle-September on and makes use 
of it for October grazing, he can get along for a while, but for the 
average farmer with ordinary upland hillsides there is nothing we 
know of now that will provide sure-pop Fall grazing as effectively 
as the Oriental vine called kudzu.

Reporter Without Prejudice 


Ralph McGill's book about Israel is important because of his 
approach toward so controversial a subject—not that of a propa- 
gandist, either for or against, but of an experienced newspaperman 
who seeks the facts about a situation regardless of opinions about 
it: and he reports his findings with a beauty of diction and color- 
ful phrasing that are peculiarly Ralph McGill's. 

“Israel Revisited” is a small book, barely 116 pages; but it is 
packed with the skill and discrimination that the author must 
exercise with his luggage in his traveling hither and yon over this 
troubled world. His reporting is vivid and it is factual, but it is 
much more than reporting. Take his concluding paragraph as an 
illustration: 

“There are in it (Israe]) the voices of the old prophets, the 
mournings and ancient sorrowings of thousands in countless cor- 
ners of the world from the time of Cyrus and Titus. There are 
in it the tears and agonies of the millions who suffered and died

Then came 
dessert of Charlotte Glace Au 
Kirsch with Sauce Abricotine, 
Frivolites (new word for small 
cakes) and Ernest Irroy Cham- 
1943. Of course, coffee 
was not even thought about, tea 
was served’ 

The story of White African 
Guinea Hen seemed to me an 
interesting one. For centuries, 
gourmets have said that for 
subtieness of flavor, delicacy 
of meat and tenderness of tex~- 
ture, the White African Guin- 
ea Hen is without equal. 


Originating in the jungles 
of Africa, these birds are a 
pure strain belonging te the 
pheasant family which also 
includes turkeys, partridge 
and grouse. In Caesar's time 
they were the piece de resis- 
tance at Roman banquets, and 
Marcus Aurelius, among oth- 
ers. recorded his belief that 
they were the finest eating 
bird of all time. 


Through the years, how- 
ever, White African Guinea 
Hens tended to become ex- 
tinct, and only this year did 
they again become available 
in increasing quantity for 
American dinner tables. 


These unique birds involve 
special feeding (peanuts and 
cranberries are part of the se- 
cret). They bre marké¢ted fully 
dressed with the exception of a 
few flight feathers which are 
left on the wings to indicate that 
the birde are both wild and pure 
white—which no other guinea 
hen is. Those served individ- 
ually range in weight from a 
pound to a pound and a quarter. 
The largest birds are about two 
and a quarter pounds, and these 
are usually used in preparing 
breast of Wild African Guinea 
Hen under glass. 


White African Guinea Hens 
lay eggs only about five and a 
half months a year. and are 
therefore marketed fresh only 
from Sept. 1 to about Feb. 15.

doctor. 
are ridiculous, even if pathetic. 


Thus, it is common for a pa- | 
tient who thinks he has a “cold,” | 
to explain in some detail to the | 


doctor that he was “chilled,” 
or got inte a “draft.” That's 
what HE thinks. The patient 
with a rousing bellyache takes 
up a lot of time te explain to 
the doctor that he loves knack- 
wurst and ate too much of it.

“The first restrictions put into 
effect on Sept. 18 had no effect 
in curtailing sales.

However, the new 
regulations in effect Monday have 
undoubtedly slowed up sales, and 
in some lines halted them entire- 
ly. However, it’s too early to tell 
what the ultimate effect will be.”
